1. This notice is applicable to all headquarters eaployees vho 
have children attending public schools in the counties of Virginia 
and Maryland adjacent to the District of Columbia. The instructions 
contained herein do not apply to employees whose children attend 
schools in the District of Columbia, nor are they applicable for 
purposes of credit reference, tax returns, or other business or 
social natters. 

2. tfafier Public Laws 815 end 874, 8lst Congress, as amended, 
the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare authorises payment 
of certain grants to school districts based on the attendance of 
children whose parents work in “Pederal-owned” buildings or live on 
"rederBl-OMTOed* 1 property. As a result of this program, the public 
school districts in Virginia end Maryland in the vicinity of the 
District of Columbia request certain Information from parents at the 
time they register their children for school and periodically through- 
out the school year. The problem arises when the school districts 
request information regarding the name of the Agency and building in 
which a CIA employee works. 

3* Agency supervisors at all levels will be responsible for 
bringing these instructions to the attention of their employees . 

Supervisors will determine the cq^rcpr lateness of the alternatives 

presented below as they pertain to employees under their jurisdiction 

and they will provide guidance whenever necessary. Cover or security 

problems resulting from these instructions will be brought to the 

attention of Security Officers ^^^yjs^j^yu^Mpponents , who will 

be guided by the provisions of which has been 25X1 A 

given limited distribution. 

a. It is preferred that employees who are authorised 
to indicate Agency affiliation (for purpose of arrang- 
ing credit and other business matters, etc.) and who work 
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in federal -earned bu ildings (Attachment 1) indicate tbs 
following information to the public school districts, when 
requested: 

Employment: 0. 8. (kwernment (it is not necessary 

to indicate CIA as place of employ- 
ment since the school district*? do 
not need to knew this,) 

Place Bnployed: 2430 E Street, H. W., District of 

fln'iimn'bil* 

If pressed, however, such ecployees may indicate their affiliation 
with CIA, rather than engage in an eataurrasslng exchange with 
school authorities. 

b. Overt employees working in non- federal -owned" property 
(Attacdaaent 2) will indicate employment by the "U. $. Oovenwent". 

Iteisy will give the address of the actual building in which they 
work and indicate an the questionnaire or other fora initiated 
by the school district that the building is not "federal-owned" 
property.
